Supplies

Worsted weight yarn

US size F (3.75mm) crochet hook
Yarn needle

Scissors

Stuffing

KEY

YO yarn over

st, sts stitch, stitches
Ch chain stitch YO, pull through st
SLst slip stitch Insert hook in next st, YO and pull through all loops

Sc single crochet Insert hook in next st, YO and pull through (two loops on
hook), YO and pull through both loops

Decr decrease Insert hook in next st, YO and pull through (two loops on
hook), insert hook in next st, YO and pull through (three
loops on hook), YO and pull through all three loops

Incr increase Make two sc in next st

Pattern

Setup: Make a slip knot on the hook and ch2

Row 1: Insert hook in 1st ch and wrap tail loosely around hook. YO and pull through ch and wrapped tail,
YO and pull through two loops (sc made). Make five more sc in ch. Pull tail tight (6 sts)

Row 2: 2 scin each st (12 sts)

Row 3: (scin next 3 sts, 2sc in next st)x3 (15 sts)
Row 4

&5:

Row 6: Make arm=(ch6, sl st in back of 2nd ch from hook, sc in back of remaining 4 sts, sl st in last
body sc), 7sc, make arm, 8 sc

2 rows of 15sc

Row 7: 15 sc. Fold each arm to the front as you go
Row 8: (3sc, decr)x3 (12 sts)

Stuff

Row 9: 6 decr (6 sts)

Cut and sew yarn tail through the front loop of all six sts, draw tight and sew in end
Embroider eyes
Embroider mouth

Note:

Not recommended for households with toddlers or dogs - could present a choking
hazard.
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
